In this guerrilla war that has been see- 
sawing back and forth for years, American 
investment has been high. Some fifteen 
thousand men and many tons of material 
and equipment have been thrown into the 
fight. The “war” is costing us $1,500,000 a 
day. 


Obviously our purpose is to help South 
Vietnam win the fight against communism 
in as short a time as possible, and with least 
possible bloodshed. There has been a black- 
out of real facts attending our mission there. 
This fact, coupled with the occasional situ- 
ations that have developed—culminating in 
the present crisis we now face, all add up 
to one word: a MESS. Since an undetermined 
number of American lives and amount of 
property is at stake, not to speak of the fate 
of all Southeast Asia, it is necessary to take 
a long hard look at our foreign policy, and 
our entire approach to the South Vietnam 
venture. Is it mere mismanagement, inex- 
cusable blundering, or planned systematic 
treason? 

No one denies President Ngo Dinh Diem 
is waging an aggressive fight against the 
‘communists. He is perhaps the only leader 
‘ jn South Vietnam capable of so doing. On 
the spot reporters have come back con- 
vinced he has the people with him.

The. Vietnam war is widely referred to as 

the war we are not winning. We believe 

‘Americans are entitled to the answers from 

Washington to the following questions, 

especially with respect to the present crisis. 


Why are not all the actions of the Diem 
government looked upon from the viewpoint 
of a country in total war against commu- 
nism, under which circumstances total war 
policy is followed? 

Why is the internal Buddhist-Diem con- 
flict being publicized as a religious war, in- 
stead of the internal conflict it is? 

“Foreign Policy is everybody’s business?” 
Maybe Mr. Rusk will explain the following: 
Thirty-two Christians appealed to the Am- 
erican Embassy in Moscow in January of this 
year for refuge. After travelling 2,000 miles 
they sought religious liberty. They were re- 
fused! They were sent home! Need anyone 
guess as to what their fate is today? Eight 
‘months later two Buddhist Monks applied. 
for refuge to the American Embassy in South 

They were granted asylum over

Ngo Dinh Diem, President of South 
Vietnam, has been fighting for Vietna- 
mese independence most of his adult life 
—first against the French, then against 
the Japanese, finally against the Reds. 
At 58, he is a dynamic ruler, a faithful 
friend of the United States.

‘According to- Holmes Welch (Time, Aug. 
9, 1963) “Many Buddhists believe that Bud- 
dhists and communists have many points in 
common. They practice some things that the 
communists so far have merely talked about 
—no property, a communal life, and devoting 
oneself to the people and world peace. It 
may be true that Buddha differed from Marx, 
but such a difference can be rationalized.”

Is the Administration unaware that a 
person can become a Buddhist “monk” by 
simply deciding to become one? 

Is the Administration aware that true 
Buddhist teachings bar violence? The Am-~ 
bassador to the U.S. from Thailand, himself 
a Buddhist, speaking before the Tenafly, 
N.J. High School Foreign Policy Club on 
Sept. 10, stated that the monks and nuns 
who burned themselves to death were not 
following Buddhist teaching. The Ambassa- 
dor said the Buddhist doctrine is against 
killing of any kind—“A Buddhist never re- 
sorts to violence.” Does it not stand to 
reason there’ is a sinister purpose entirely 
separate from religion behind this self-burn- 
ing-of monks and nuns? 

Is it true the entire policy maneuvers of 
the U.S. in South Vietnam are being directed 
from the sixth floor of the State Department 
by the newly appointed Assistant Secretary:

Hilsman, Jr.? 


WHAT ABOUT MME, NHU? 
What is behind the campaign of villifi- 
cation against Mme. Nhu in the American 
Press?*What has She done? Mme. Nhu is an 


elected: member of the Assembly. She is a 


courageous Christian who hates communism 
and is working for ultimate peace in her 
country. Mme. Nhu has a list of positive 
legislative accomplishments to her credit. 
‘Among other things she has helped pass 
bills making adultery a criminal offense, 
outlawing polygamy, banning prostitution 
and abortion.

WHO IS WALTER REUTHER? 


‘Walter Reuther is perhaps the most dan- 
gerous man in America today. 

He was born, reared and schooled in a 
communist environment. His father and 
grandfather were Reds. As a boy, his hero 
was Eugene V. Debs, the top Socialist 
revolutionist of his day, whom Walter visited 
while in prison. 

While going to school he organized his 
first Red. movement, a branch of the League 
for Industrial Democracy, originally called 
the Intercollegiate Socialist Society. 


“EDUCATED” IN RUSSIA 

He became such an ardent pro-communist 
that jhe and his brother, Victor spent 18 
months in Soviet Russia working, teaching 
and studying first-hand all of the commu- 
nist. techniques. in agitation, propaganda, 
class warfare and revolutien. 

January ,20, 1934, the Reuther brothers 
wrote a letter from the Soviet automobile 
plant at Abmozayoz, Topkini, Russia, to two 
of their “comrades” in Detroit, Melvin and 
Gladys Bishop, in which they pictured com- 
munist Russia as heaven on earth. 

After referring to American industrialists 
as ‘‘parasites,”. they were lavish in their 
praise for Lenin and for the Red “Workers 
Fatherland,” Soviet Russia. 

They further wrote: 

“What we have learned . .. of the rising 
discontent of the American workers, makes 
us long. for the moment to be back with you 
in the front lines of the struggle ... . 

“We are more than just sympathetic 
towards OUR country” (Soviet Russia), 
“we are ready to fight for it and its ideals. .. 

“Carry on the fight for a Seviet. America.”

(Victor and Walter Reuther)

brothers enrolled at..the Marxist Brook- 
wood Labor College where they learned ,the 
fine points of strategy used by. the Red 
agitators and revolutionists in the United 
States.

THE REUTHER MEMORANDUM 
TO ROBERT KENNEDY 

It has now been revealed that, in the fall 
of 1961, Walter Reuther discussed with 
‘Attorney General Robert Kennedy steps that 
should be taken to combat the growing in- 
fluence of “RIGHT WING” individuals and 
organizations throughout the country, and 
promised to write a “memorandum” for him 
on the subject.

WALTER REUTHER & GUS HALL 

Two documents, released within the past 
three years, portray the roles two well-known 
figures are playing in the world communist 
conspiracy. They are Gus Hall, communist, 
Moscow fiained head of the party in the 
USA, afd Walter Reuther, also Moscow 
trained, who cannot be tagged as a commu- 
hist, but who could well be a crypto-commu- 
nist.

The first to put his finger on this drive, 
Edward Hunter; author of ‘‘Brainwashing:

It has since come to light that on Dec. 
5, 1960, 81 communist representatives from 
over the world, meeting in Moscow, signed 
ai important policy document. It reminded 
communists that ‘to defend the intérests 
6f the working people. ... . it is indis- 
penisable to wage a resolute struggle against 

On July 16, 1961, a few days after Hunter’s 
prediction, Hall stated: “In the. opinion of 
the communist party . . . the threat from 


fhe extreme right is serious.’ Then he called" 


on leftists and liberals, contmunists and non- 


communists, to wage a war against the radi- 


eal right. 
_ A. few months later, the now famous 
Reuther memo was dispatched to the Justice 
Department urging that the rightwing be 
curbed. Let’s compare these documents as 
to timing and content. Was it just coincidence 
that prompted Reuther’s anti-right pitch just 
a short period after Hall’s statement?

Tf it is any comfort to Reuther, statements 
by Hall, carriéd in the WORKER as late as 
June 1963, confirm the fact that the red 
anti anti-communist drivé is still on! And 
Walter is very much in line with it! Asa 
matter of fact, the Reuther memo is much 
stronger and more futhless than even Hall’s. 
This should surprise no one. Although docu- 
mentation is not at present available, many 
students of Marxism in America believe that 
Reuther is a top boss in the communist con- 
spiracy and makes the snowballs for the 
small fry like Gus Hall to throw. 


HOOVER AND THE REUTHER MEMO 

An item in the N.Y. Daily News, for Oct. 
17, 1963, shows why J, Edgar Hoover is the 
man the Reuther Memo wants. to ‘‘kill.” Re- 
ferring to present Communist Party activity, 
Hoover spotlights a ‘‘bold new policy of 
operating out in. the open, particularly in 
its efforts to influence young people. Hali is 
in full charge of this effort. 

The Party’s sudden thirst for publicity 
stems from its conviction, Dec. 1962, for not 
registering under Internal Security Act of 
1950. 

The Daily News item continues: 

“Expect To Beat Rap” 

“Later indictments of party. officials Gus 
Hall and Benjamin J. Davis, followed by 
appeals and other legal action, have con- 
vinced the party that no more charges will 
be brought against members under the act 
until these cases are finally settled by the 
Supreme Court, Hoover said. He added that 
they believe this gives them, a leeway of 
some five year’s and may in the end result 
in the law being declared unconstitutional.” 

This will nullify _years of government ef- 
fort, and could close the door on future moves 
to stop the Communist Party. .

THE C.1LA. 

: why was the C.I.A. representative in S. 
Vietnam recently recalled? Why is he not 
being sent back? Why the silence? It was 
C.LA. incompetence and blundering, if not 
outright sabotage, that precipitated the Suez 
crisis in 1956, the U-2 spy plane incident, 
and the Cuban invasion farce. We quote 
from Ted Lewis’ column (Oct. 4, 1963, N.Y. 
Daily News) which contains an excellent 
summation of C.I.A.: 

“Now it turns out that in South Vietnam, 
the C.I.A. has been operating as a sort of 
third force, competing with the State Dept. 
and the Pentagon, seeking to push policies 
based on its own intelligence estimates. Just 
exactly how the C.I.A. has been fouling up 
policy decisions made. in. Washington prob- 
ably has been determined by the McNamara- 
Taylor mission, but for delicate reasons it is 
being kept under cover. 


“Tt is this sort .ef controversial record 
through the years that has prompted various 
respected. members of Congress, such as 
Rep: tative _Lindsay of New York, to 
urge the establishment of a fact-finding and 
watch-dog committee to get to the roots of 
the’ trouble with our intelligence.” 


Having first come into operation in 1947, 
the C.I.A. became a successor to the Office of 
Strategic Services (OSS), the “cloak and 
dagger” operation of World War ID. Onl y 
two names, the Director and the Deputy- 
Director, are listed in the Congressional 
Directory. The size of the C.I.A. remains an 
official secret. Only a dozen members of 
Congress ever see the agency’s appropriations 
requests. Its operations are so secret that 
hardly anyone in Congress, and less in the 
Executive branch, know what the C.LA. is 
doing, how much it is spending, or what it 
has to show for its activities! It seems the 
C.LA. roster is top secret to all but reds. 
In the early winter of 1962, a Virginia at- 
torney, having tried for months to obtain 
from Washington the number of C.I.A. em- 
Ployees in nearby C.LA. headquarters in 
North Virginia, called the Russian Embassy 
and was given the information immediately!

» The record of the C.I.A. is one the commu- 
nists :should be proud of, Father Ginder in 
Gur‘Sunday Visitor, July 16, 1961, stated:

stated that the worst situation we have now 
with regard to the communists in govern- 
ment, centers in the C.LA. He said the reds 
were “blanketed into C.I.A.” when the Office 
of Strategic Services became the C.LA. 


As far back as Oct. 1, 1952, when Walter 
Bedell Smith was head of the C.LA., he was 
reported in the N.Y. Daily News as saying 


the reds infiltrated “every security agency 


of our government” including his own top 
level C.LA. 


CONCLUSION 


1. We agree with the Ambassador from 
Thailand that any move to unseat President 
Diem would jeopardize the anti-communist 
war effort. The Administration has already 
admitted this. 


2. There is no religious persecution in South 
Vietnam. It is a fact that less than one-third 
of Diem’s Cabinet Ministers and Army Gen- 
erals are Catholic. Marguerite Higgins, Asian 
correspondent of the N.Y. Herald Tribune, 
insists there is no religious persecution, that 
the Buddhists in the countryside are behind 
Diem and that the army morale was never 
higher. 

Miss Higgins stated: “It was Buddhist stra- 
tegy, as a number of their leaders openly 
told me, to stir up agitation—and publicity 
about it at a high level, until Washington 
finally ordered the new Ambassador Lodge 
to remove the Diem family from power.” 
Obviously this has nothing to do with relig- 
jous persecution. President Diem has been 
the victim of a slick, leftist Buddhist cam- 
paign to topple his government for political 
not religious reasons. 


3. The reds are definitely maneuvering this 
crisis; many Buddhists are working with 
them. 

According to W.S. Kent Hughes, former 
member of the Australian parliament, writing 
in the Washington Post recently, high Bud- 
dhists have openly avowed their support for 
a communist government in Ceylon. A sim- 
ilar tale can be told of Burma. 

Referring to the present South Vietnam 
crisis, New York City Democratie Congress- 
woman Edna Kelly was quoted in Human 
Events recently: “It’s a smear job against 
Diem because he is anti-communist.”

“SAVE THE PANAMA CANAL”

Certain internationalist elements in vur 
federal government, through stupidity or 
down right subversion, are attempting to sur- 
render our sovereignty over the Panama 
Canal. In spite of a House of Representatives 
resolution against it, the flag of Panama 
now flies in equal dignity with ours, as a 
symbol of Panamanian sovereignty over the 
Canal Zone. These same elements are now 
“negotiating” for actual surrender of dock 
and repair facilities at both ends of the canal 
and for Panamanian corridors. across the 
canal. Apparently under pressure, certain 
Army officials have joined the State De- 
partment in this program of piecemeal sur- 
render of our sovereignty. 

State Department excuses this surrender 
of vital and indispensable sovereign rights of 
the United States upon the specious argu- 
ment that they cannot or should not be 
maintained “Under New World Conditions.” 
The exact opposite is the truth, The critical 
world situation demands that our sovereign 
rights and pewers in this area be maintained 
at all cost. 

This policy follows the Soviet line of 
world conquest, as in the seizure of Cuba. 
And, most important, this surrender policy 
is above and beyond the powers granted in 
the Constitution to any agency of govern- 
ment. There is no authority under our Con- 
stitution for the surrender of our sover- 
eignty, or any part or parcel of it, at any 
time or at any place. 

Loss of control of the Panama Canal could 
be a fatal blow to the Armed Forces in War. 
Its construction under United States sov- 
ereign rights was a military necessity and 
still is. Its abandonment is not only un-con- 
stitutional and illegal, but could be inter- 
preted as treason. Only our enemy derives 
aid and comfort thereby. It was built for 
the NATIONAL DEFENSE, so that our 
fleet could pass rapidly from one ocean to 
the other. Its surrender would be a final 
nail in the coffin of American prestige. in 
the world, and a frank admission that we 
are no longer able to defend ourselves or 
the other countries of the Western Hemis- 
phere under the Monroe Doctrine. As in 
Cuba, the Soviet Union would soon “muscle 
in” and TAKE OVER. 

Let the Congressmen know you are back- 
ing H. R. bill 3999 and H. Con. Resolution 
105 to prohibit these un-constitutional “give- 
aways” and surrender of sovereignty. 
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
